SKIN COLORING 
DECIDES WHAT 
MAKE-UP TO USE 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


VERY girl is born with a def- 
inite skin coloring and there 
is little that can be done to 
change it. You shouldn’t want to 
change it either. for it is usually 
color that blends best with the 
shade of your hair and eyes and 
lips. 

You should make it a point, 
however. to choose cosmetics to 
match your natural coloring and 
whenever possible to "emphasize 
its best tones. Choosing the right 
make-up is a fascinating prob- 
lem for all of us, but it is more 
difficult for some to find the right 
things than it is for others 

The red-headed girl his a spe- 
cially difficult problem. Her skin 
is usually the thin, sensitive type 
that requires special care to keep 
it smooth and velvety. Powder 
must be the right weight and 
texture and the right shade, and 
rouge must not only be the right 
shade, but it 
must be ap- 
plied skilfully 
to emphasize 
the glory of 
auburn or 
red-gold 
tresses. 

If you are 
the clear- 
skinned, ‘au- 
burn haired 
type, rouge 
should be 
used sparing- 
ly. Select a 
powder that 
nevaer Wy 
matches your skin in tone and 
get a rouge with a slightly orange 
cast. The warm, soft russet and 
terra-cotta shades that I have 
been telling you about are grand 
for red-heads. Blue or blue-greer 
eye shadow is best for you, al- 
though bronze may be used if 
your eyes are brown or hazel. 

Freckles complicate the make- 
up problems of many red-heads. 
You should select a tinted foun- 
dation cream -that is slightly 
darker than your skin and apply 
it evenly. Next apply rouge, and 
you will need a little more if you 
want to subdue the little brown 
spots that might show through 
your make-up. Use powder that 
matches your skin tones and is 
just a fraction of a shade lighter 
than your foundation prepara- 
tion. 

The girl with red-gold hair, 
brown eyes and a pinkish skin 
requires a little rouge. A clear 
red applied and blended softly 
into each cheek is best. In this 
case, too, a tinted foundation 
cream — only one that is a bit 
lighter —is also needed. Your 
powder should match your skin 
in tone. Use a medium or clear 
red lipstick and apply it lightly 
to give your lips the proper em- 
phasis. 

The most difficult type of red- 
head to make-up is the girl with 
a dash of flame in both her com- 
plexion and hair. She should se- 
lect a rich beige shade of powder 
that will help to subdue the red 
in her skin. A cream or beige 
foundation cream will help con- 
ceal the natural flush. A slightly 
orange-red rouge should be used, 
but it should be applied spar- 
ingly. A darker lipstick is best. 

The brows may need empha- 
sis. If so, use brown eyebrow pen- 
cil or mascara to darken them 
slightly. Eye shadow will also 
make the eyes appear darker, 
brighter and larger.

AT makes a motion picture 
director?
